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Weyerhaeuser To Add Second Plant Here

Weyerhaeuser Company provided Grayling’s 
future economic outlook a much-needed booster shot 
recently, announcing plans for construction of an 
allied production facility in the community. 

Although an exact site for the company’s second 
plant has not been named, the facility will produce 
resin to be used in the manufacture of structurwood at 
the company’s primary operation now under con- 
struction on Four Mile Road. 

Price tag for the plant is estimated at $12.6 
million, with employment expected to be around 30 
people, increasing to about 60 during peek production 
and cleanup periods. A decision on selection of an 
exact site for the new plant is expected in about two 


months. 


The Crawford County Economic Development 


Corporation November 14th passed a resolution to in- 
duce Weyerhaeuser to move forward with its plans by 
approving the issuance of $10 million in revenue bon- 
ds to help finance construction of the plant. 

The announcement came on the heels of a recent 
decision by the Beaver Creek Township Board to pro- 
vide tax relief for Weyerhaeuser in the construction of 
the Four Mile Road plant, a $62.5 million operation 
expected to provide up to 250 jobs in the community, 


Weyerhaeuser will produce sheathing panels 


used for flooring, roofing and walls in the building in- 
dustry. The Four Mile Road installation will be 
situated on 510 acres of land and startup at the 250,000 
square foot facility is anticipated in mid-1982. 

. Startup of the resin operation will approximately 
coincide with the opening of the sheathing operation, 
and in fact may precede it by about three months.

New Bibles Weaken 
Our Faith in Prayer 


All the new Revised Bibles 
cast doubts upon many of the 
words, verses and teachings of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. They 
question all the verses of Mark 
16:9-20. They question the 
ministry of Jesus to the woman 
caught in adultery. John 7:53- 
8:11. Perhaps the greatest doc- 
trine called into question is the 
teaching of our Lord concerning 
prayer. While Christ was here 
He questioned if He would find 
faith in prayer at His return. 
Luke 18:1-8. Satan has used the 
Revised Bibles to destroy much 
of that faith. 

1. God’s will in prayer is ques- 
tioned in Luke 11:2. These wor- 
ds are called into question in the 
Lord’s Prayer: “Thy will be 
done, as in heaven, so in earth.” 
Praying God’s will is the first 
important principle of prayer. 

2. No forgiveness from God 
until we forgive others is ques- 
tioned in Mark 11:26: ‘But if ye 
do not forgive, neither will your 
Father which is in heaven for- 
give your trespasses.”’ God ans- 
wer to our prayers is con- 
ditioned upon our attitude and 
action towards others. Many 


prayers are unanswered 
because this principle is 
ignored. 


3. Fasting becomes necessary 
for some hard cases of prayer. 
This principle is questioned in 
Matthew 17:21: ‘“Howbeit this 


kind goeth not out but by prayer . 


and fasting.” ‘‘Fasting” is also 
removed or questioned in Mark 
9;29, How many times have you 


heard of this important prin- 


ciple of prayer taught or prac- 
ticed today? 

4. The “work principle” of 
prayer given in example by our 
Lord is denied in Luke 22:43, 44 
in many new revised Bibles: 
“And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven 
strengthening him. And being in 
an agony he prayed more ear- 
nestly: and his sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground.” 
How often do we work at prayer 
enough to perspire? 

5. The hypocrisy of long, pre- 
tentious, public prayer is ques- 
tioned or denied: “Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye devour 
widows’ houses, and for a pre- 
tence make long prayer: there- 
fore ye shall receive the greater 
damnation.” Matthew 23:14.. 
Some people’s ‘‘week’’ life does 
not support their Sunday 
prayer. Is our public image 
always consistent? ? 

It must appear clear to all of 
us that Satan has a plan to 
weaken our faith in prayer. He 
is attempting to bring partial 
paralysis into the body of Christ 
by hampering communication 
between the head, Christ, and 
His body, the Church. His 


venom of unbelief has left us | 


spiritually groggy, lazy and 
feeling comfortable without 
true Bible prayer. Always 
remember, ‘‘...faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.” Romans 10:17. 
Any Bible which cast unbelief 
on verses and words of our 
Lord, is not THE ONE TRUE 
BIBLE. Be not deceived, God is 
not mocked. (adv.)

To Ciose Some Secretary

The entire House Republican -

COOR Seeks 
Handicapped Child 


From the time a child is born, 
he begins on a course of 
development which — will 
hopefully result in the creation 
of a healthy, happy and produc- 
tive adult. Any problem which 
interferes in this early develop- 
mental sequence be it physical, 
mental or emotional can create 
difficulties for this individual 
throughout his school years and 
into his adult life. 

For this reason the C.0.0.R. 
Intermediate School District 
Child Find Program seeks to 
locate and identify those indivi- 
duals from birth to five years of 
age who may have handicap- 
ping conditions. Through the 
Child Find Program, parents, 
relatives, pre-school and day 
care teachers can initiate the 
process which may lead to the 
development of an early 
educational program which will 
begin to help the pre-school 
handicapped child to cope with 
and overcome his handicap 
before the formal educational 
years begin. 

It is hoped that this early 
programming will result in the 
child being able to function in a 
normal or more normal 
educational setting when he en- 
ters the regular school system. 
If you know of a child between 
the ages of birth and five years 
of age who you suspect of 
having any of the following han- 
dicaps: hearing loss, visual 
problems, speech & language 
delay, mental retardation, 
physical problems, severe emo- 
tional problems or a general 
developmental delay, please 
contact the Child Find Coor- 
dinator at C.0.0.R.  Inter- 
mediate School District in Ros- 
common.

“Tt is not unusual for mem- 
bers of a family to contact us 
about relatives who, for one 
reason or another, absolutely 
refuse to seek aid or advice 
from those who care the most, 
but will listen to people from 
this office,’ said Ms. Thomas. 
“We act as a counseling agency 
in this area, and are quite often 
successful. But in the cases 
where we are unable to be effec- 
tive we can help with Food 
Stamps to a degree.”’ 

When asked about abuses of 
the Food Stamp Program, Ms. 
Thomas said, ‘‘we have to 
assume that people will do what 
is right if supplied with proper 
information and means. In most 
cases, it works out as it should, 
but there are abuses over which 
we have very little control. 
When the Department hears of 
such abuses an investigation is 
immediately started. Inten- 
tional misuse or abuse results in 
cancellation of Stamps and re- 
assessment of all that person's 
assistance from the Depar- 
tment of Social Services Office, 
It can constitute fraud and that 
is a very serious matter,” she 
stated. ‘It must be remember- 
ed, however, that Food Stamp 
regulations are  Federally- 
mandated, and Local Agencies 
have very little control over 
their inception.” 

Who qualifies for Food Stam- 
ps? A rough measure is family 
size and total income from ALJ, 
sources. Other factors can ap- 
ply though, and no one firm set 
of standards can apply to all 
persons. 

“Every applicant is guaran- 
teed that an application will be 
given or sent immediately upon 
request and that consideration 
of the completed request will 
begin as soon as possible. In 
cases of extreme need, Food 
Stamps can be obtained 
guickly, but cases usually take 
about ten days at this time of 
the year, when our applications 
are increasing.” ‘After all,” 
said Ms. Thomas, “we can’t let 
people go hungry when the cup- 
board is bare. Our Department 
gives Stamp requests top 
priority.” 

To know whether a person 
qualifies, that person should 
visit the Social Service Office 
during business hours, Where 
that is not possible, a phone call 
might help or someone else can 
obtain information and an ap- 
plication. 

“Be sure to ask for pamphiets 
on proper meal balance,’’ adds 
Director Thomas, ‘‘that’s the 
really important part of our 
program. If the smart buyer 
keeps that in mind, a higher 
quality food can be bought and 
the weekly food bill lower than 
before. Every bit of evidence 
we have shows that to be true.”’ 

Next week’s Avalanche will 
carry an article from the local 
Social Services Office on just 
what can constitute a well- 
balanced daily nutrition for the 
average person, Be sure to wat- 
ch for this Department Services 
information.

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The people of the nation have spoken. 
They have elected a new President, swept 
aside a number of free spending Senators 
and Congressmen, turned toward the 
Republican Party, and set the nation on a 
new direction. 

But what exactly did the people of the 
nation really say when they elected 
Ronald Reagan and turned out Jimmy 
Carter? The answer to that question will 
be argued long and loud for many mon- 
ths, perhaps years, with no definitive an- 
swer that will satisfy everyone. 

The people of Michigan spoke, too, in 
that November 4 election. The message 
sent around the rest of the nation. 
Michigan voters were more tolerant of 
free spenders, turning out of office only 
one significant Democratic liberal, Con- 
gressman Bob Carr of Lansing. 

In close districts, the people reinforced 
their perversity by returning—and thus, 
in a sense, endorsing their conduct in of- 
fice—two Democratic Congressmen, 
Howard Wolpe of Kalamazoo and Delta 
Township, and Don Albosta of St, 
Charles. 

In addition, the people in Michigan 
turned over about a half a dozen seats in 
the State Legislature, giving the Repub- 
licans a bit closer view of the majority 
side of the aisle, but keeping Democrats 
in firm command of the legislative side of 
state government. 

Here, too, there is a sense that the peo- 
ple are not all that unhappy with the way 
things are going in Lansing; if unhap- 
piness were rampant, would not the 
voters have exercised a fuller brush, as 
they did in Washington? 

So what exactly is the voice of the 
people in Michigan, as expressed at the 
poll? Anybody’s guess is as good as 
anybody else’s. 

For a peek at another quandary, look at 
three statewide propositions. 

The people of Michigan turned down 
three different proposals for property tax 
relief. All three ideas met the same losing 
fate—the Smith-Bullard plan, to cut 
property taxes and.replace the revenue 
with more state income tax; the gover- 
nor’s coalition plan, to cut property taxes 
and replace the revenue with more state 
sales tax; and the Tisch plan, to cut 
property taxes, and force state gover- 
nment to make do with less spending. 

By turning down all three property tax 
plans, did the people turn their backs on 
the need for property tax relief? Not in 
the minds of most state leaders. 

Governor Milliken for one has indicated 
the state must get to work on some sort 
of property tax relief.

said shortly after the election. 

‘‘We have a responsibility to examine 
other alternatives, I don’t know what the 
answer is, but I don’t take the messages 
coming through lightly.” 

Legislative Democrats apparently hear 
similar voices. Some favor shifting from 
the property tax to the income tax. 

When the cry of the tax reformer was 
heard by elected leaders earlier this year, 
Governor Milliken put together a strong 
bipartisan coalition behind a tax shift 
plan reducing property taxes and in- 
creasing sales taxes; this, they figured, 
would dilute popular support of the more 
stringent Tisch plan. 

The voters rejected that coalition, even 
more strongly than the Tisch idea. 


One message that elected leaders ob- 
viously hear is that they better do some- 
thing to reduce property taxes, or the 
people will be back again. The Tisch 
proposal received about 45 percent ap- 
proval in a losing cause, which means a 
lot of unhappy voters are out there in the 
grass roots, stirring up potential trouble. 

But in my view, the real message from 
the people is not concerned primarily with 
the property tax. In my view, the real 
message is that the people want less 
government and less government spen- 
ding. 

Seldom has a task force of ‘‘the right 
people” been so thoroughly marshalled as 
it was in opposition to the Tisch proposal 
this year. Anybody who was anybody in 
public life in Michigan joined against 
Tisch. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
went directly to defeat the Tisch plan, 
plus I would guess more than that being 
sent indirectly to point out the pitfalls of 
Tisch. 

The main theme of the Tisch op- 
positions was the deep, horrible cuts that 
would have to be made in government, if 
it. were adopted. The campaign was 
graphic...even frightening, in some in- 
stances. 

And yet, despite the well orchestrated 
campaign against it, with all its horror 
stories, almost half of the people who 
voted favored the Tisch proposal anyway. 

What is the message of the people? In 
my view, the message is that the people 
want less government, which will tran- 
slate into lower taxes. 

And they don’t really care if there is 
some blood shed in the process,

Poachers Face Prosecution 


ROSCOMMON—Department 
of Natural Resources Conser- 
vation Officer Mike Mol, 
stationed at Houghten Lake, 
and Tom Swanson, Chief Assis- 
tant Prosecutor for Roscom- 
mon County, work together to 
effectively enforce the state’s 
fish and game laws and prose- 
cute poachers. 

Cooperation among law en- 
forcement officers, county pro- 
secutors, and judges is critical. 
“You can’t just let people go out 
and take fish and game when- 
ever they want to,” Swanson 
says. “If we did, the effect on 
our state’s natural resources 
would be devastating.” 

Both Mol and Swanson say 
the cooperation they have 
received from local citizens has 
made their jobs easier. “With 
each conservation officer 
patrolling an average area of 
300 square miles in northern 
lower Michigan, the odds 
against getting caught are too 
good for the poacher,’’ Swanson 
says. “That’s why public 
cooperation is so important.” 

And Mol says many northern 
Michigan residents are 
cooperating. “If someone is 
shining deer out in a field by 
their house, or if they hear 
shots, they will call me up and 
report it,” he says. 

But the poaching problem is

widespread. While out on patrol 
one night recently, Mol came 
across three separate crews of 
men poaching, 

“Tf Lean just randomly go out 
and roam the county and catch 
three groups of people poaching 
in a single night—-just think of 
the number of people that must 
be out there every night, in 
every county across the state,” 
he says. “The amount of game 
taken by poachers is

One of the oldest and thor- 
niest conflicts'in conservation is 
what might be referred to as the 
Users versus the Savers. 

As regards wildlife the issue 


y often turns out as uncom- 


promising as the good guys ver- 
sus the bad guys; in other wor- 
ds, to hunt or not to hunt. 

Thus, we all know hunters 
who view preservationist 
groups as threats to their hun- 
ting pleasures. We also know of 
nature buffs who think of hun- 
ters as threats to our en- 
dangered wildlife. Both view- 
points are totally unfair. They 
are extremist, Neither is true 
and neither can ever help the 
cause of conservation. What is 
needed, of course, is better un- 
derstanding on both sides. 

We can’t deny there is curren- 
tly a movement, perhaps sin- 
cere but also misguided, again- 
st all forms of gun hunting. Yet 
for anyone to blame this on pre- 
servationist groups is not fair 
either. Only a small minority 
really oppose hunting. So where 
does the anti-hunting 
movement come from? 

It comes from the large seg- 
ment of our highly urbanized 
society which longs for, but 
does not really understand the 
beautiful world of the outdoors. 
Many people—especially those 
feeling hemmed-in by city 
life--consider all of nature’s 
haunts as sort of sacred 


refuges. They are totally in-

sulated from the ancient 
requisite to kill meat for the 
table and the idea of hunting for 
sport is also alien to them, Thus 
many of them feel that killing 
wildlife somehow degrades the 
experience—the sacredness—-of 
the wild places they seek. 

Though surely entitled to 
their private views, such people 
also need to recognize some 
basic facts about hunting. 

First, the sport of hunting 
means much more than just 
killing. It means taking home 
meat which—except for the oc- 
casional vegetarian—is a 
universal practice, Hunters 
who leave their game out in the 
field, and there are a few such 
slobs, cannot be considered 
sportsmen, One difference then, 
between a hunter and a non- 
hunter, is that the latter never 
kills his own meat. 

Also involved in hunting is 
skill and the challenge of pur- 
suit; when these factors are 
missing there is no sport. One 
big reward of sportsmanship is 
the admiration gained for 
creatures which, according to 
their instincts and their wits, 
make the pursuit a fair deal, 
Anti-hunters have difficulty un- 
derstanding this; they often 
view it as a contradiction. But 
the hunter—if he is a true spor- 
sman—feels no guilt in pursuing 
what he admires. He, too, is en- 
titled to his private views. He is 
not out to destroy a species, but

only hopes to harvest a share 
before the predators do. And 


speaking of predators, can we. 


deny that sudden death by gun 
may be more humane than 
death from natural causes? 

So much for the personal 
views, those gut feelings which 
often stir a conflict between 


‘ hunters and preservationists. 


When it comes to biological fac- 
ts, there should be no conflict. It 
can honestly be stated that no 
endangered wildlife is today 
threatened by legal hunting. 
Took at any list of game 
species. All have two things in 
their favor: they have natural 
predatory enemies and they 
have breeding potentials which 
are more than adequate in good 
habitat. 

Hunters thus harvest a sur- 
plus, what would otherwise be 
part of the natural kill. And 
while the trained biologists who 
work for wildlife agencies can 
and do adjust hunting seasons 
and limits—that is, the har- 
vest--they have no way to halt 
man’s abuses of the wildlife en- 
vironment. So with regards to 
endangered species, which are 
never legally hunted, they are 
treatened far more by environ- 
mental abuses than by hunting. 

One of the biggest mistakes 
made by anti-hunters is criti- 
cizing the rights of those who 
legally harvest the wildlife. 
This ig when hunters lash back. 
This is when they pose a jabbing 
question: ‘‘Who pays for wild- 
life conservation, anyway?” 

We al] know the answer. Hun- 
ters and fishermen pay most of 
the costs of wildlife conser- 
vation, by means of licenses 
and related charges. 

They also contribute to the 
federal government's share of 
purchasing duck stamps and 
paying hidden taxes on their 
sporting equipment. Wildlife, 


and especially its environment, J 


needs all the help it can get 
these days, from groups and 
agencies that can work 
together. 

Some anti-hunters might see 
things differently if they would 
get personally involved with 
wildlife. I don’t mean by taking 
up guns, But many people who 
take up hunting with binoculars 
and cameras also know the 
challenge; they thrill in the 
pursuit just as does the man 
with the gun. And as they learn 
first-hand about wildlife and its 
problems, they are also likely to 
take a positive approach. They 
might even join hunters in 
buying a license and, in this 
way, do their bit to improve the 
total environment for the wild- 
life we all admire.
